‘“‘We have dared to challenge 
the United States to peaceful 


competition in a key economic | 


sphere,”’ the Communist pre- 
mier continued, “that same 
United States before whose 
purse all capitalist powers trem- 
ble and grovel. .. .’’ 

These quotes from an address 
delivered by the top man on 
the Kremlin’s political totem 
pole, have just been released by 
the Russians for publication in 
that country and translations 
were permitted to be sent by 
foreign correspondents there. 
He was speaking to a group of 
agricultural specialists and di- 
rectors of the large state farms. 

“If we show that the Soviet 
Union can produce as much 
meat, milk and butter as the 
United States, or even more, it 
will make people flock to our 
side in an increasing number,”’ 
he told them, urging them on to 
greater efforts. 

He further predicted that this 
year the Soviet Union would pro- 
duce as much butter as the 
United States, though not on a 
per capita basis because of the 
much larger Russian popula- 
tion. 


Milk 

He peered into the future as 
far as 1958 and declared that 
year would see the dairymen 
of the USSR outstrip the U.S. 
on a per capita basis in whole 
milk production. 

Meat, he said, was a more 
difficult problem, But he set 
1960 as the year when cattlemen 
of the Soviet Union would attain 
per capita production parity 
with the VU, S. 

This prediction is, according 
to experts in the field, his most 
daring one, Livestock produc- 
tion has been one of the weak- 
est points in the Russian food 
economy. Stalin’s policy of 
slaughtering those farmers who 
resisted also led to a _ slaugh- 
tering of cattle by their owners. 
The civil war of 1917, and the 
two massive. collectivization 
drives by the Stalin government 
in the 1920’s and 1930’s, so re- 
duced stock levels that Russian 
cattle production dropped be- 
low that of the czarist years. 

One of the more serious prob- 
lems was feed. That this lack 
has been remedied is revealed 
by the 1957 figures which have 
Mr. Khrushchev in so gleeful a 
mood. 

If it is accomplished it will be 
a tremendous propaganda and 
political victory for the Soviets. 

One of the things which has 
most riled them has been that 
in more than 40 years of control, 
they have not been able to 
match the capitalistic economy, 
which they so much dislike—and 
yet which has them drooling 
with envy. 


The Real War 


More and more it appears the | 


Russians are confident they can 
make more advances without 
war than with it. They are con- 
centrating on the real war— 
which is for the minds of men. 
If they can promote “brush 
fires” here and there, from 
which they carefully withdraw, 
but at the same time involve the 
United States and Britain, they 
will do so. Their success in the 
Suez incident and the Middlee 
East in general is illustrative of 
the point, Korea was a major 
one, We must, of necessity, be 
strong enough to fight these 
wars and the big one, if it 
comes. But more and more the 
evidence is that our major 
neglect is in the propaganda and

GOP Charts Move 


To Restore Funds

WASHINGTON, May 27—House 
Republicans picked up some 
Democratic support today in an 
effort to restore about 300 million 
dollars in defense appropriations 
cut by the appropriations com- 
mittee. 

The Republican policy commit- 
tee decided upon the move this 
morning. Several key Democrats 
—including Rep. Vinson (D-Ga)— 
agreed some of the cuts had 
gone too deep. But the outcome 
of the move, due tomorrow or 
Wednesday, remained in doubt. 


IKE BACKS SUMMERFIELD 


There were these other budget 
developments today: 


1. President Eisenhower backed 
a forthcoming request by Post- 
master General Summerfield for 
an extra 140 million dollars. The 
President said the money would 
be needed ‘‘unless postal serv- 
ices are to be substantially cur- 
tailed beginning July 1.’’ The 
money would cover both a fre- 
duction made by Congress in the 


_regular post office appropriation, 


signed by the President today, 
and an increase over the depart- 
ment’s original request, based on 
heavier mail volume, 


2. Secretary of Commerce 
Weeks warned businessmen 
against ‘“‘irresponsible clamor” 
for budget reductions that would 
“threaten progress and peace.’ 
In a speech to a business group 
here, he urged businessmen to 
“support Congress in promoting 
the President’s peace program.”’ 


WHITE HOUSE FUNDS CUT 


3. Congress completed action 
on a minor appropriation bill 
carrying $16,010,370 to run the 
White House: and its related spe- 
cial offices. The bill was $4,911,- 
200 below the President’s request. 


4. Joint Senate and House con- 
ferees reached a compromise on 
the U.S. Information Agency ap- 
propriation. They would grant the 
agency $96,200,000 in the year be- 
ginning July 1. The House had 
voted for 106 million dollars 
while the Senate allowed only 90 
million dollars. The committee 
recommended that USIA be re- 
turned to State department con- 
trol. 

2. These conferees got out an 
omnibus bill of $562,891,293 for 
USIA, the State and Justice de- 
partments and the federal courts. 
This was $194,000 less than voted 
in either house. The conferees 
put back about eight million dol- 
lars of the 47 million dollars 


which the House had cut from 
the State department’s requests. 
The over-all bill was $102,758,000 
less than Ejisenhower’s budget

Chief Rudasill had on his docket the 
names of men arrested who said they had 
been gambling there. And gambling 
doesn’t exist anywhere without some 
measure of protection. Today the min- 
isters of Forsyth County are aroused. We 
can hope the people are and will continue 
to be so when they select their law en- 
forcement officers. 

There is no gambling house in Alpha- 
retta, where Chief Rudasill is. And there 
won't be. Fulton County is having some 
trouble with the “bug” racket, with its 
hundreds of “writers” taking penny, dime 
and quarter bets. But it is significant 
that gambling houses are setting up in 
small adjoining counties, 

We all have our troubles. No county is 
safe. But the smaller ones about the larger 
urban centers have to be the most alert. 

But again, in conclusion, a man like 
Chief Rudasill makes one proud of man- 
kind and of law enforcement. We could 
use more like him. No underworld rat, 
fat with gambling profits, js going to bribe 
him.

Federal Jury Intensifies 
Drive Against Lottery 


As U.S. marshals Monday afternoon 
began arresting the 31 persons named in 
a sealed indictment presented to the Dis- 
trict Court, the federal grand jury made 
public a resolution. 


The three-section resolution com- 
mended first the special agents of the In- 
telligence Division of Internal Revenue 
and Investigator George A. Carter, of the 
Criminal Court of Fulton County. 


The jury next singled out Jack Nel- 
son, Constitution reporter, for his sur- 
veillance of an alleged lottery headquar- 
ters at the Horace Ingram _ garage. 
Nelson's surveillance, which included 
motion pictures, “immeasurably assisted” 
the agents and investigators, the jury 
said. 

Mrs. Kate Hill and Mrs. Maymie Lee, 
who permitted Nelson and investigators 
to use their home near the garage for the 
purposes of surveillance, also were 
thanked by the jury for helping make At- 
lanta and environs ‘fa more wholesome 
and cleaner place to live.” 


The Atlanta Constitution, deeply ap- 


‘preciative of the recognition given by 


the jury to Reporter Nelson and those who 
assisted him, pledges anew its dedication 
to doing all that it can, in this and all 
other fields, to make Atlanta and Geor- 
gia a better place in which to live. 

There were indications that the in- 
dictments included four Atlanta police- 
men. Their names were not disclosed 
pending arrests to be made by USS. 
marshals. 

The 31 persons charged with con- 
spiracy were alleged to have worked for 
and with lottery operators who had no 
federal gambling stamp. For the most part 
these persons were what might roughly 
be described as subcontractors for the real 
operators who try to keep themselves in 
the background and whose real headquar- 
ters reportedly are outside Fulton County. 

A special lottery squad is being set 
up by federal intelligence agents for the 
internal revenue department. The City 
of Atlanta last week established such a 
squad. 

The Fulton County Grand Jury also 
is continuing its investigations. 

It indicted E. L. (Slick) Smith Mon- 
day on a charge of perjury. He was 
one of those arrested in the original 
raid on the Ingram garage. Solicitor 
Webb's statement of last week that it was 
“obvious” why none of the recently sus- 
pended police had been called, could mean 
only that some of these men were among 
those under investigation. The grand jury 
may not go “on a fishing expedition.” It 
cannot call a man for questioning and 
then indict him. Hence it was “obvious” 
why these had not been called if they 
were under investigation. 

It is disturbing to find any law en- 
forcement officers accused but the num- 
ber indicted is gratifyingly small, testifying 
to the good reputation of the 700 or so of- 
ficers on the force. 

Let the investigations go on. Gambling 
is the worst evil which can come upon a 
community.

Financial Liability Law 
Goes Into Effect Today 


Georgia auto owners have been given 
fair warning. 

Starting Tuesday, he who owns an 
auto involved in an accident must prove 
financial liability up to $10,000 for injur- 
ing or killing one person and up to $20,- 
000 if two or more persons are hurt or 
killed. 

That’s according to the state’s new fi- 
nancial responsibility law passed in the 
1957 Assembly session. 

Unless he who has an accident can 
prove such liability, he faces loss of driv- 
er’s license and vehicle registration cer- 
tificate. 

For the vast majority, the practical 
way to prove $10,000-$20,000 liability is 
to have insurance coverage. 

Compulsory insurance has its weak- 
nesses, but so far it seems the most feasi- 
ble way to protect the innocent victims 
of highway accidents. , 

The present Georgia law has its weak- 


ness, too. It allows one accident before

Atlantan Asks Scientists What's the Reason 
For the Frequency of Tornadoes This Year? 


Atlanta — What do 
know about it? They tell us 
that the explosion of atomic 
and hydrogen bombs is_ not 
responsible for our present freak- 
ish weather, Then let them tell 
us what is. 


The writer was born and lived 
several years in a state which 
was known as a cyclone state 
—the state of Kansas. We had 
an occasional cyclone there, but 
if we had one it was the event 
of the year and was not repeated 
for several years. Now one state 
has had 40 in one season and 
it is rare indeed to have only 
one. There are several at the 
same time until they are scarce- 
ly news any more and are only 
unusual when they fail to kill 
humans by the score.

Atlanta — I am surprised to 
learn that the organized Christians 
have ganged up on the Jews, 
Turks, infidels and heretics to en- 
force their particular views re- 
garding the observation of what 
they term the Sabbath.

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Diabolic God of War Laughs 
At Strategy of Ike and Monty 


No one would want to rob two old Army campaigners, President 
Eisenhower and Field Marshal Viscount Montgomery, of the pleasure 
of tramping around the fabled War Between the States battlefields at 
Gettysburg. We should not deny them the privilege of commenting, as 
professional soldiers, on the strategy and tactics used by the Union and 
Confederate commands in that tragic slaughter. 


But to a great many people, at 
a time of crisis quite parallel to 
the problem which caused the 
War Between the States, Eisen- 
hower chose a poor time to make 
such comments and to make 
them publicly. 

Already one cartoonist has pic- 
tured Ike, with the Battle of the 
Bulge depicted in the dreamy 
background, saying “Tell me 
more, Monty, about Lee’s and 
Meade’'s mistakes.”’ 

But the drama of the event 
goes much deeper. As_ they 
walked and talked they seemed 
oddly unmindful of the bitter 
irony of their little foray into the 
past. For the truth is that they 
and the kind of armies and tac- 
tics they knew in World War II 
are as out of date today as they 


appear to believe Gens. George: 


Meade’s and Robert E. Lee's 
were in 1863. 

Perhaps the quiet of the fields 
where Eisenhower and his British 
guest roamed was occasionally 
shattered by the roar of Air Force 
jets sweeping the skies. A few 
years ago one might have called 
that sound prophetic of tomor- 
row’s warfare. Yet today it is al- 
most obsolete itself. | 

In another war there will be no 
piston-engined aircraft such as 
did the strategic bombing and

Ike and Monty knew. Indeed, all 
piloted military aircraft may soon 
be outmoded. We are entering the 
age of the pilotless plane, the 
rocket, the long-range guided 
missile. 

No more will generals have the 
luxury of time Montgomery had 
to make massive preparations for 
attack, pulverizing enemy posi- 
tions with artillery before he 
inched forward to new ground. 


No more, indeed, will generals 
likely have the chance Ike had to 
weigh and ‘veigh and weigh the 
right moment to storm hostile 
beaches with a great water-borne 
force. In fact, most experts haz- 
ard that never again will there 
be a major landing from the sea 
by massed armies, 

Electronics and nuclear energy 
are transforming warfare as 
other advances have done before. 
The generals who must fight it— 


and the whole world hopes they 


never do—may find it only a 
handicap to remember too much 
about World War II. 

As men, Eisenhower and Mar- 
shal Montgomery are very much 
alive. But the two old generals 
who strode through the soft grass 
at Gettysburg were wandering in 


the pages of history only a few , 


broad strides behind Gens. Lee 
and Meade.

Moments of Anxiety 


Can Be Overcome 


When you feel despair or deep anxiety or trem- 
bling fear or nervous strain—what attitude should ‘ 
you take toward it? Examine the experience of -_ 
Christ when He felt ‘‘very heavy’’ (Mark 14:32-36). We know that Christ 


was God and that as God he had supernatural insight and power. But 
also Christ was man and as man He experienced our same hungers and 


thirsts. 

He endured temptation that 
was real. He had human desires. 
Also He had experiences of deep 
anxiety and despair. 

Thus we know that anxious 
fears may come even though one 
does have faith. We should not 
feel ashamed because of nervous 
symptoms. These experiences 
come to everyone. But there is 
such a thing as ‘penicillin for 
despair.”” It isn’t a pill or a 
shot in the arm, it is an action or 
a series of actions. In His mo- 
ment of despair, Christ did these 
three things: as 

1. He got alone. That night in 
Gethsemane He moved a distance 
from the crowd and took with 
Him His three closest friends. 
There are times when it is good 
for us to be with crowds. There 
are other times when we need to 
be with some trusted and close 
friends. 

Jesus no doubt talked with 
these about His troubles and often 
that helps. It is wonderful to 
have a friend to share our deep- 
est thoughts. Often it helps to 
talk with a minister or a compe- 
tent counselor. But then Jesus 
went farther alone. It is impor- 
tant to see this. 

When one is in some dark val- 
ley, his first impulse is to tell 
his troubles to every person who 
will listen. The reason we want 
to tell our troubles is because we 
want sympathy, we get soothing 


satisfaction from the pity of oth- 


ers and from self-pity. We deny 
this but it is true. 


The more we talk about our 
troubles, the worse they become, 
Speech has a much greater effect 
on the emotions than thinking 
has. We can talk ourselves into 
almost anything and the more we 
talk our troubles the worse they 
become. Jesus got alone. 


2. Jesus looked up to God. He 
said, ‘‘Father, all things are pos- 
sible unto Thee.’’ He took His 
mind off Himself and that does 
much to relieve one of anxiety 
and fear. But often this is hard 
to do because part of the mind 
wants to hold on to its worries 
and despair. That is the easiest 
way out. To despair is to lose 
hope and to lose hope is to be able 
to give up and quit. 

Frequently 
despair into bodily illness. Maybe 
we don’t become invalids but we 
never ‘‘feel well.’’ Much of the 
sickness of people is merely an 
escape from reality. It is the 
easiest way out. But this is never 
a final solution. Deep down we 
are ashamed of our cowardice. 
We feel guilty for selling our 
courage to buy sympathy. 

When one looks into the face of 
God, he has hope because he does 
know that ‘‘all things are possible 
unto Him."’ We look at the final 
step tomorrow.

Fatty Foods 
Chief Cause — 
Of Gallstones 


By T. R. VAN DELLEN 

Five to 10 per cent of the pop- 
ulation has gallstones. The condi- 
tion is twice as common in women, 
especially in the stout and those 
who have had children. Many ani- 
mals have gallstones, including 
dogs, hogs, and cattle. The dis- 
tribution is much the same as in 
humans; they are unusual in bulls 
and heifers and more frequent in 
adult cows. 

Gallstones can be eliminated 
only through surgery. The little 
fellows may escape via the biliary 
tubes but the majority are too 
large to pass. Medical treatment 
is mainly dietary. 

Fat meats such ag pork, sau- 
sage, and fatty fish are taboo. 
The same can be said of fried 
foods, highly spiced delicatessen 
meats, and breaded meats. In 
general, the diet should be low in 
fat and high in carbohydrates. 

Cancer of the gall bladder is 
50 to 100 times more prevalent 
in patients with gallstones and 
some surgeons recommend imme- 
diate removal of every gall blad- 
der filled with stones. But don't 
be frightened by these figures be- 
cause statistics can be mislead- 
ing. 

Gallstones are common and so 
are gold inlays in the teeth and 
corns on little ‘ors. Statistically 
speaking, it might be said that 
eancer of the gall bladder is 1,000 
times more prevalent in _ peo- 
ple with gold fillings and corns. 
This does not mean the conditions 
are related. There is no need to 
submit to immediate surgery to 
satisfy statistics. 

Removal of the gall bladder 

is im order when stones are 

causing colic or have given 
trouble in the past. But there 
ie no reason to take out every 

gall bladder just to prevent a 

form of malignancy that is un- 

common as cancers £0. 


This applies also to other types 
of surgery in which the only ex- 
cuse for removing the organ is to 
prevent it from becoming cancer- 
ous in the future. Recently one of 
our readers asked if every wom- 
an over 40 should have the pelvic 
organs taken out to prevent the 
possibility of cancer in this area. 
To my mind, this is carrying pro- 
phylaxis too far.

book written in America. 

Here’s the minister's own answer: “A True Relation of Vir- 
ginia Since the First Planting of the Colony,’’ written by Captain 
John Smith in 1608. 

The Rev. Mr. Bray points out that ‘‘this first book written 
in the new world fitted in admirably with the promotional aims 
of those who established the Virginia colony, as did his later 
writings. Captain Smith assured the prospective settlers that the 
countryside was very promising. ...I wonder if Smith’s pro- 
motional literature was read by the Pilgrims and caused them 
to come to America?” 

Two other Atlantans sent in information on the first books 
PUBLISHED—rather than written—in the colonies in America. 
Mrs. B. L. Bullard of 3443 Kingsboro Rd., NE, cited Stephen 
Day's ‘‘The Freeman's Oath,” printed in 1639 and the Bay Psalm 
Book in 1640. 

A. O. Brewton, who often asks the questions in this space, 
says the first full-sized book published in the colonies in America 
was Stephen Day's ‘‘The Whole Book of Psalms,’’ published in 
July, 1640, by the Cambridge Press in Massachusetts. First book 
entered for copyright, Brewton pointed out, was John Barry's 
‘‘Philadelphia Spelling Book,’’ published in 1790.

This 
was on the press Charies V sent to Mexico in 1534—20 years be- 
fore Shakespeare was born and 86 years before the Pilgrims 
were to see Piymouth Rock.”’

This goes for women’s pock- 
etbooks, sometimes referred to 
by the other sex aS a melting 
pot of secrets and powder to 
win any campaign. 

And it also goes for bare 
spots on walls, where decora- 
tors or individualists eye with 
fantastic dreams and schemes 
to achieve ‘‘something differ- 
ent.’’ 


HORSE AND BUGGY DAYS 

So now what happens? The 
horse and buggy days are here 
again! 

Harness shops, old barns, the 
stockyards, the ranch and even 
farm lands enter the picture 
and the treasure hunt is on for 
horse collars! 

It’s all a very simple pat- 
tern. Just get a collar, put a 
mirror in it, hang it on the wall, 
and what have you? A mirror

For those who want their 
answer to ‘‘mirror, mirror on 
the wall, who’s the fairest of 
them all?’”’ to come from a 
more sophisticated and formal 
frame there are all types. 

Scrolled mahogany looking 
glass frames, called fretwork 
or silhouette mirrors, are typi- 
cal of the Chippendale period. 

The ‘‘courting mirror” has 
a plain frame of wood and the 
looking glass is surrounded by 
small pieces of glass with 


painted flowers or other dec- 
orations. 


“LOOKING GLASSES” 

The earliest mirrors were 
called looking glasses. One of 
the more popular still used is 
the gilded type often called 
“Constitution” or ‘‘tabernacle.’’ 
Each has a row of balls just 
under the top or the cornice, 
and a painted upper panel. 
Frequently the panel has a pic- 
ture of the frigate Constitution 
doing battle in the War of 1812.

By inserting a thin piece of 
clear glass, the collar can be 
used as a picture frame. It 
would be fine for an early 
American print, or a photo 
graph of some member of the 
family in riding clothes.

“I’m really glad she got to finish,” 17-year-old Dorothy said. 
‘Two things she’s always wanted to do—finish high school and 
be a nurse. Now it looks like she’s going to get to do both.” 

“Get her the diploma, Dorothy, and let her look at that,” 
directed Mrs. Parks. 

Dorothy went and brought it, and as handsome as the Gilmer 
County High School diplomas are—they are beautifully done up in 
leather folders with the student’s name in gold—it couldn't look as 
valuable as it is. 


For more than 20 years Ruby Lee Cantrell Parks had dreamed 
of finishing her high school education. The eldest of 11 children, 
she had to drop out in her senior year in 1934 to help out at home. 
There was illness in the family and a new baby—and no time and 
money for Ruby Lee to spend in school. So she dropped out and 
got a job and worked three or four years and then Coy Parks 
came along and they were married. 7 

“T tried not to think about it,” she admitted. “The time for 


schooling was past, I figured, and I had Dorothy and Linda to 
take care of and the house to keep. But I couldn’t get it off my 
mind. Then the new hospital opened here and I went to the dedi- 
cation and I felt like I belonged there. I wanted to be a nurse— 
oh, how I wanted to be a nurse!”’

Now Mrs. Parks hopes to take new courses to improve her 
qualifications as a nurse.
